CELLINI CONVICTED 
IN HOLLYWOOD CASE 


BLAGO CONNECTION 

The guilty verdict brings to 15 the number of individuals convicted in the eight-year federal 
Operation Board Games probe of the scandal -plagued administration of former Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich. 

Blagojevich himself is awaiting sentencing after being convicted in June on 17 of 20 
counts, including allegations he tried to sell the U.S. Senate seat left open by Barack Obama’s 
election to president in 2008. The former governor also was convicted at his first trial in the 
summer of 2010 on a single count of lying to the FBI.

The multimillionaire Republican business- 
man wielded influence behind the scenes 
in Illinois politics and government for four de- 
cades was convicted of conspiracy to commit 
extortion and aiding and abetting the solicita- 
tion of a bribe. 

lie was acquitted of conspiracy to commit 
mail fraud and attempted extortion. 

A straight-faced Cellini tapped his folded 
hands at the edge of the defense table as the 
verdict was read^ otherwise showing little emo- 
tion. His daughter Claudia dropped her head 
on word of the first of the two guilty verdicts. 

Cellini’s lawyer^ Dan Webb, put the best face 
possible on the verdict, saying he was pleased 


the jury had ‘^thrown out the most serious 
charges” and that Cellini’s involvement “didn’t 
even rise to the lev'el of an attempted extortion.” 

'^Wb obviously are going to appeal ... and we 
are confident we have a substantial chance of 
getting the case reversed,” Webb said. 

Cellini did not speak as he left the court- 
house. 

U.S. Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald, on crutch- 


es, said the prosecution was gratified by the 
guilty verdicts on the two counts, calling Cel- 
lini’s prosecution an “extremely important 
case.” 

‘‘In the quiet corridors in Chicago and Cook 
County and Springfield, a lot of backroom 
deals take place, and the fact that Bill Cel- 
lini was convicted today sends a very very loud 
message,” Fitzgerald said.

The Dalai Lama is coming back to Chicago. 

Less than a year after Tibet’s spiritual leader 
visited the city, he will return to give a public 
talk on nonviolence at Loyola University on 
April 26. 

About 4,000 tickets will be available for 
purchase from the TIBETcenter, the cultural 
organization sponsoring the event. But more 
than 450 tickets will be reserved for high 
school juniors and seniors across Illinois se- 
lected by their schools to attend. 

High school juniors also can compete in an 
essay contest, responding to a question posed 
by the Dalai Lama: “How can an attitude of 
non-violence counteract the prevalence of 
violence in our families, in our communities 
and in international relations; and how can we 
as individuals cultivate and promote such an 


attitude?” 

In addition to a monetary prize, winners 
will present their essays to His Holiness and 
get the opportunity to ask him questions after 
his talk. 

In accordance with Tibetan tradition, 76 
local Tibetans of all ages will welcome the 
Dalai Lama— the number of participants se- 
lected to match the spiritual leader’s age. The 
group will perform a song for His Holiness in 
slow motion, and two children will perform a 
Droso Chemar offering, usually made in con- 
nection with Losar, or the Tibetan New Year, 
that falls in February 2012. 

Tickets will range from $40 to $120. Or- 
ganizers say proceeds will benefit 14 Tibetan 
organizations, including dance and music 
groups in Chicago and the city’s Senior Tibet- 
ans Assistance Resource Tank.

B CLEVELAND The idea that college fresh- 
men gain an average of 15 pounds in 
their first year of school is a myth— the average 
really is betw^een 2.4 pounds for women and 
3.4 pounds for men, the co-author of a new 
study said 'Jiiesday. 

"^Not only is there not a Freshman 15, there 
doesn’t appear to be even a College 15 foe most 
students^’’ said Jay Zagorsky research scientist 
at Ohio State Universit/s Center for Human 
Resource Research and co-author of a study on 
college weight gain. 

No more than 10 percent of all college fresh- 
men actually gained 15 pounds or more— and 


a quarter of freshmen reported actuaQy losing 
weight during their first year. 

'The results show that college students gain 
weight steadily during their college years, with 
women gaining on average 7 to 9 pounds, and 
men between 12 and 13 pounds. 

Zagorsky said most of us do gain weight as 
we get older, and “it is not college that leads to 
weight gain— it is becoming a young adult,” 

A variety of factors thought to be associated 
with freshman weight gain were considered, 
including living in a dormitory going to school 
lull- or part-time, pursuing a two- or four-year 
degree and heavy alcohol drinking (the con-

sumption of six or more drinks at least four 
days per month).

Curses! Cubs fans looking to wear 
a Theo Epstein jersey might be 
out of luck. 

Wrigleyville retailer Sports 
World, 3555 N. Clark St., cre- 
ated a Theo Epstein jersey with 
the number 12 to denote 2012, 
the Cubs’ first season under the 
guidance of their new president 
of baseball operations. 

But a Sports World official 
said Tuesday morning it can- 
not sell its Epstein jersey, which 
had been priced at $184.95 
its website. The site indicates 
the jersey, originally priced at 
$199.95, is “out of stock.” 

Majestic Athletic, which cre- 
ates officially licensed Major 
League Baseball apparel, won’t 


produce the Epstein jersey be- 
cause No. 12 is Cubs left fielder 
Alfonso Soriano’s number. 

“We will only produce No. 12 
Cubs jerseys with Soriano’s name 
or personalized with a buyer’s 
name,” Michael Johnson, vice 
president of marketing for VE 
Licensed Sports Group, which 
owns Majestic, said in an email. 

Also, jerseys are for players. 
Sports World owner Brad Rosen 
told RedEye he thought of put- 
ting Epstein’s name on a jersey 
last week. He said he was told 
within two days that the jerseys 
wouldn’t fly 

“We were just being creative,” 
Rosen said. “We just figured an 
Epstein jersey would be some- 
thing that people want.”

MS. CHO LIKES A SIDE OF ABUSE WITH HER CHICAGO DOGS

Although Margaret Cho’s latest film, 

“Cho Dependent,” will close Reeling: 'I'he 
Chicago Lesbian & Gay International Film 
festival that begins I'hursday, the comedian 
herself cannot make the 30th annual event. 
She^s on the road. 

In “Cho Dependent,” her sixth concert 
film, we see Cho performing her stand-up 
and musical numbers that riff on sex, drugs, 

rock and roll, politics, reality TV, sexting 
and her mother. The San Francisco resident 
spoke with RedEye on the phone about the 
inspiration for the project, which marries 
her comedic and musical skills, and shared 
her thoughts on gay rights, “Dancing with 
the Stars,” hot spots in Chicago and the 
gayest city in America. 

Was there any kind of subliminal 
message you were hoping to send 
with **Cho Dependent?’' 

I want people to be addicted to 
me! [T-aughs.] Fm hoping that 
they get hooked and dependent 
upon me for all of their needs! 

You shot this film in Atlanta, 
where you also film ’’Drop Dead 


Diva,” What do you like about the ATL? 

I love Atlanta because it’s so gay! I was not 
surprised that it would be particularly gay 
there but I was really surprised for it to be 
that incredibly gay! It’s even gayer than San 
Francisco in a lot of ways. There’s a queer 
culture in Atlanta that’s so thriving and 
artsy and young and political and happen- 
ing. ITiere’s stuff going on every single 
night. I really love my life there. I’ve been 
living there six months a year for the last 
three years. I feel really at home there. 

How’s it feel to have your film close out the 
festival? 

I’m really proud. I got to come to [Chica- 
go] for the Gay Games a few years ago and 
work there. It was such an amazing time 
and I was so proud to be there. I’ve had 
great experiences working in Chicago and 
it’s a great honor to have my show there. 

It’s a bcautifiil thing. 

What do you enjoy most about Chicago? 

I think it’s everything— especially the pizza. 
It’s a deep-dish delight! I love how Chicago 
is so unabashed about its love for food. 

Do you have a favorite spot? 

There’s this place where you get hot dogs 


and they’re like mean to you! It’s kind of 
down where the Lakeshore Theatre was. I 
forgot what it’s called but you get hot dogs 
there and they’re super abusive and that’s 
all part of it. It’s like they’re really mean to 
you if you don’t have your order right and 
ready when you’re ordering! 

Have you been keeping up with “Dancing 
with the Stars”? 

Yeah, I’m upset about Chaz [Bono]. I was 
really rooting for him and Carson [Kress- 
ley}. I love that he did it. That was a really 
good thing for that show to have so much 
queerness. I love Ricki Lake, too. I think 
she’s great. We’re all hoping that Ricki 
takes it. I think everyone is really interest- 
ing. J.R. Martinez is really great, It’s a very 
eclectic cast this year. What I appreciate 
about it is that it’s so gay. 

Politically, are you satisfied where this 
country is headed in terms of gay rights? 

I think it needs to get better. We need to 
have gay marriage in every state. We need 
to have many more laws in place to protect 
us against hate crimes. There needs to be 
more outreach for LGBT youth.

In past seasons of “Top Chef,” weVe had one, 
two or sometimes zero Chicagoans to root 
for. On the upcoming ninth season filmed 
in Austin, Dallas and San Antonio, Texas, we 
have a whopping half dozen— but there’s no 
telling how long they’ll stick around.

The Wrap 

YouTube has announced plans to create doz- 
ens of channels with original content, con- 
structing an online challenge to the TV expe- 
rience and signaling the video giant’s official 
leap into high-quality programming. 

“Today the Web is bringing us entertain- 
ment from an even wider range of talented 
producers, and many of the defining channels 
of the next generation are being born, and 
watched, on Y)uTube,” Robert Kyncl, You- 
Tube’s global head of content partnerships, 
wrote in a blog post Friday 

YouTube unveiled numerous high-profile 
names among the channel producers, includ- 
ing Jay-Z, Amy Poehler and Ashton Kutcher. 
Among the producers announced as having 
channels are Reuters, Electus, Slate and the 
Wall Street Journal. 

Lionsgate is the only movie and TV studio 
among nearly loo content partners. “CSF’ 
creator Antony Zuiker will be creating con- 
tent for Black Box TV on one channel; actress 
Sofia Vergara is involved in a Hispanic pop 
culture channel. 

The initiative is expected to generate about 
25 hours of new programming a day on You- 


Tube, the Wall Street Journal reported, not- 
ing that most of the channels will launch next 
year. 

The initiative is intended to be a challenge 
to cable TV, and is part of parent company 
Google’s strategy of becoming a next-gener- 
ation television provider. YouTube has been 
the No. I global site for video, but until now 
has failed to find a viable monetization strat- 
egy with user-generated content. 


The new channels provide the long-missing 
monetization piece for YouTube, providing 
content against which the Google-owned site 
can sell advertising. 

Among the dozens of channels and pro- 
grams debuting: 

» ‘Awesomeness,” from Brian Robbins, pro- 
ducer of “Smallville” 

» Car and Driver Television 
» “Life and Times,” from Jay-Z 



» A pop culture channel from producer Ben

» “Thrash Lab” from Ashton Kutcher 
» Madonna reportedly was planning to launch 
a dance channel 

The video content must remain exclusive 
to YouTube for 18 months. The Wall Street 
Journal reported.
